Political Observers Believe a Strong Non-Intervention 
Stand Would Have Been Popular; Politicians

WASHINGTON.—There is a very 
strong feeling, among newspaper 
men and other political observers 
here in the Middle West, that Wen- 
dell L, Willkie may have thrown 
away the certainty of being elected 
President of the United’ States by 
his stubborn refusal to take issue 
with President Roosevelt on the war 
issue.

Patching Concrete. 
UESTION: What is the best 
method of recementing. and 

mending. breakoffs and cracks in ce- 
ment sidewalks and driveways?

The cut should be 
made wider at the bottom than 
on the surface, so that in-hardening 
the patch will lock itself in.
